Council on Thursday evening. Reports 
frotu the committees working on the 
Alma Mster Pance were all of a 
Batisfai'toi'y iiatiuv aiul iiulu'atoil 
splendid progress; in the vurituis de- 
partments. 

The manner of conducting the an- 
nual Council elections this year caus- 
ed a lengthy and spiriteil ileliate on 
the merits of a canii'aicii programme. 
Thi' rmuu'il finally ii'sulvt'i! toi'liaiitrc 
flip systi'in iif I'loei il n \ riiiir at pi'es 
cut ill voirue. 'Itiis: yiar tlici'e will l>e 
no cnmpulgu meetings called liy llie 
Council in behalf of any of the cnn- 
didatM, 

A scheme for the reconstitution of 
the financial basis of iiiulerfjimUiate 
activities was siihiiiitteil to tlie t'luiii- 
cil by Mr. A. K. llugessen. The plan 
was very compnamsivo and revealed 
much originality and industry. It 



was dccideil to I'laoe separate copies 
in the hands of all members of the 
Council BO that they might be aide 
to discuss the details of a* scheme 
which involves s\u-h a great change. 
A resolution of appierlation of Mr. 
Hiii;essen's eiilcrpiui' and industry 
was unanimously passed. 

The t'ouneil tlireslicd out the ques- 
tion of the advisability of contsnuing 
the custom of an official theatre 
night. It was the opinion of the 
meeting that the present arrange- 
ment were ileiiileilly iinSatisf.iCto'"y, 
ill that tlie> led to minli nnpliMS.mt- 
ness ami fre\imnt ili l'ieits. A mot ion 
was Passed recommending that at the 
annual meeting a resolution be in- 
troduced to abolish the present the- 
atre night and in its place to sub- 
s^titiitu VaihleviUe iiiirht.
